Spaniards Want a Hundred TIllllou* 


for the Phtllpplues. 


Paris, Nov. 25—It is now known that 


Spain will 
exhaust her time limit, 


•which expires Monday, before replying 
to the American offer regarding1 the 
Philippine islands. In the meantime 
the Spaniards are canvassing the en- 
tire field and exhausting every re- 
source to postpone the inevitable. 


As cabled to the Associated Press on 


Wednesday they could not accept the 
American ultimatum as ultimate with- 
out asking if it were really so. That 
applied to the time limit. 


Now the Spaniards apparently doubt 


the fixedness of the amount the Ameri- 
cans offered for the Philippines and 
today they send a communication to 
the American commissioners asking if 
the latter would accept a counter pro- 
posal by Spain to cede the Philippines 
for $100,000,000. 


Spain imagines that the Americans 


might be willing to lop off the great 
island of Minianao from the Philip- 
pines and pay Spain $50,000,000 for what 
would remain, instead of $20,000,000 
now offered for the entire archipelago. 


Spain will learn, in response to her 


querries that the Americans employ 
the word ultimatum to signify her ul- 
timate conditions. 
However strenu- 


ously Spain may seek to increase her 
money advantage for the cession of 
the Philippines, she will finally be com- 
pelled to know that the United States' 
offer means $20,000,000, no more and no 
less. 


While the archipelago must pass to 


the United States for that sum, Spain, 
before giving up or turning away, will 
also propose some alternative bargain 
of the Carolines or Canary islands to 
be held in the possession of the United 
States, in addition to the Philippine 
islands, on the condition that Spain be 
permitted to retain her sovereignty in 
the Philippines. 


In other words, Spain would cede 


certain territory in the Carolines arid j 
Canaries and the control of the Philip- 
pines by the United States under nomi- 
nal Spanish sovereignty and propose 
that the United States should pay 
Spain no money on acount of the Phil- 
ippine islands.

Ken- ', 
nedy's wound is not necessarily fatal, 
but two attempts to locate the bullet ' 
have failed, and he is in a weak concin- 
tion. 


Mr. SpofCord's store has be&n entered 


four or five times during the past five ; 
weeks, and money amounting to about 
$75 taken. As the cash was in the form 
of silver the amounts wera not large at 
any time. Strict watch has been kept 
for the past three weeks by different 
watchmen and officers, and Wednesday 
night Chief Bacon was on guard. Ken- 
nedy enteied over a dioorwoy, carefully 
unlocking a door by which to make his 
escape, aimed himself with a meat 
clea\er. lanyacked the money drawer 
and had just t,aken $11 in silver from the 
safe, which had purposely been left un- 
locked, when Chief Bacon ordered him 
to throw up his hands.

out of the back door. Chief Bacon flred 
an ineffective shot after him, and being' j 
unable to chase him he sent Officer Mead 
to follow Kennedy, who was found in 
bed.

Kennedy will be charged with breaking 


and entering and assault with a danger- 
ous weapon. He is a well known man, 
end much surprise is expressed at the 
act, as he was never suspected of any- 
thing of the kind.

THE HISTORIC DRUM'S OWNER.

call the very interesting story of an 
army drum that was recently published 
in this paper. The drum, it will bo 
remembered, was carried to the front 
during- the rebellion, war by N. M. 
Puffer of Bennington, Vt, the drum- 
mer in a band that went from that 
town. Through the story published in 
The Transcript Mr. Puffer learned 
the whereabouts of the drum, which 
was in possession of the Citizens' band 
of this town, and it has sftice been re- 
stored to him. In speaking of the mat- 
ter the Bennington Banner, says: 


"Mr. Puffer joined this band in 1S59 
»t the age of 11. It was known in those 
days as the crack band of the state and 
•was made the regimental band of the 
Second Vermont infantry, which left 
the state for the front in June, 1861. 
The band was discharged in December, 
1861. and many of them re-enlisted 
Jn other regiments. Mr. Puffer re-en- 
listed in July, 1862, as drummer of 
Company E, 10th Vermont infantry, 
•md the drum in question was used by 
him until th« spring of 1864, at which 
time he sent it home by B. C. Guildei 
si Castleton, a member of his com- 
pany. Guilder, who still resides in 
Castleton, was severely wounded in 
the battle of Cold Harbor, losing his 
right arm at the shoulder. Mr. Puffer 
fcas been active in the Grand Army of 
the Republic since J.he war and has 
teen honored with the highest office 
in the gift of the Grand Army of the 
itate, that of department commander. 
JHe haa served the village several years 
is trustee and is now president of the 
Corporation."

MANILA, Aug. 21.—Tho bombard- 


ment of Manila waa prearranged be- 
tween Admiral Dewey and General An- 
gnstiu. This isa bold assertion, bat the 
writer happens to be in a position to 
have the true story of the underlying 
events. Soon after the fall of Cavite 
Angustiu, well knowing the hopelessness 
of resistance to our (lest, proposed to 
•urreuder on conditions. Dewey would 
not aceept; m tact, not, having auy

troop's fo occtipy 'tfaV tsityi'-Ita would not 
have accepted the surrender without 
conditions. Later, when onr array of 
occupation arrived and the campaign 
was begun, General Augustio. again ex- 
pressed a desire to surrender, and Ad- 
miral Dewey, through the Belgium 
consul, arranged the matter. Augustia 
could not surrender without some show 
of lesistauce for fear of his soldiery, so 
it was arranged that the fleet should go 
through the form of a bombardment, 
directing tho fire against the forts only. 
Such was the programme arranged, and 
tho white flag was to go up after the 
firing had continued for half an hour 
or BO. 


At the time arranged our fleet steam- 


ed into position and opened up hergnns 
to carry out the programme. At the ex- 
piration of half aii hour no white flas 
was seen, nor did it appear during the 
next ten minutes. For fear of treachery 
the sending of a boat for information 
was postponed, but when one was sent 
it was learned that General August!:. 
was afraid to surrender until sufficient 
of onr troops were in the city to pro 
teet him from his own soldiers. 


He had not long to wait. The Coh 


rado, California, Pennsylvania and Ni 
bra ska regulars were in the city almo- 
before the last shot was fired by on 
fleet. Up the Pasig road they marched 
At the Malate fortifications there, was :• 
sharp fire, but only a few volleys, and 
no one was killed. Here a member of 
the First Colorado command unfurled 
the American flag npon the walls and 
was woundeil in the attempt, but nev- 
ertheless ho was successful. 


Within the walls of Malate there was 


no firing. All along the streets the Span- 
iards had constructed breastworks and 
prepared for a stand. 
At- the walls 


where the Pasig road crosses a small 
stream they had the strongest kind of 
intrenchments. Here it was that the 
guns of our fleet got in their effective 
work. In Eunite no show of resistance 
was mado. Instead of marching direct 
to the old city these troops, which first 
entered here, turned to the-right and, 
crossing tho Pasig, reached the now city 
and took possession of the principal bar- 
racks. That night.the chnrches-and otb 
er public buildings were used as ijuar 
ters for the ..men, and the next. day all 
moved into the barracks .and public 
buildings goatterad through the city. 


The occupation' of Manila by our 


troops was thus accomplished with or- 
der. There was no show of pomp or dis 
play when the city fell. The army en- 
tered by regiments, and there was no 
marching of tho prisoners between tho 
open files or great procession proclaim- 
ing the climax. The troops which ad- 
vanced against old Manila were subject- 
ed to a heavy fire, and owing to the de- 
lay of the surrender a number of oar 
men here engaged were killed. The 
Eighteenth and Twenty-third regulars 
and the Third artillery, Utah light ar- 
tillery and the Astor battery were en- 
gaged here, and eaoh of these commands 
lost several men. 


When the white flags went np, the 


garrison hod been driven from its strong 
outer intrenchmeuts and was within 
the walls of the city. Its position was 
impregnable to any attacking force, 
and it could have held out for many 
days. The position of the old fort is 
such that onr fleet conld not reach its 
vital points, and from the fleet it was 
eafe, but the surrender ended operations 
hore where the last stand was to be 
made. The 5,000 Spanish soldiers laid 
down their arms, and are now onr pris- 
oners. 
General Augu&tin is a prisoner 


in his own city. The Spanish governor 
general has Imd a hard timo of it during 
th»Ja8t fc,w>&oBtbs. Hid wife and fam- 
ily were captured by the insurgents at 
Cavite, and have been hidden away ever 
lince. 
Admiral Montijo, the fallen 


Spanish naval commander, is among tha 
prisoners.

until this day it has continued, al- 
though he has not yet realized his fond 
hope of becoming the ruler of the Phil- 
ippines. 


Whatever be the course of events in 


these islands, it is to be sincerely hoped 
that no Tagal-Kegrito republic, such 
as an insurgent rule would mean, will 
ever be esta olished here. Better it would 
be for Spanish misrule to be again re- 
Bumed. The natives are not a class fit 
for self government, and only trouble 
and turmoil would result. A joint pro- 
tectorate by the United States, England 
and Japan would be a logical solution 
of the question, for we do not want the 
Philippines, in spite of their wealth 
•nd their glorkms possibilities. 


The Spaniards have a horror of the 


Insurgents, and well they might have, 
for during the last few months the lat- 
ter have made. great inroads upon the 
Spanish garrison. But no native is per* 
luitted to take any weapons into the 
city. The fear of the natives of our sol- 
diery is even greater than that of the 
Spaniards for the'natives. The work of 
our army here during the last few 
weeks has been a revelation to the in- 
surgents, for our army of 10,000 men, 
has accomplished in two weeks what 
60,000 insurgents have been working 
at for two years and at intervals for a 
•core of years. ' 


Now well established, our military 


government is being extended to other 
parts of the islands. Major Bean haa 
been appointed internal revenue col- 
lector and will collect the internal reve- 
nues of tha islands. Mounted patrols 
will be established in the outlying dis- 
tricts. Our postoilice department is now 
in. good shape mid an excellent mail sys- 
tem has been established with the Unit- 
ed States. 


About the streets of Manila are to be 


seen many things of interest in the eyes 
of Europeans or Americans. The Phil- 
ippine pony, the chief animal used for 
driving purposes, is built on the picka- 
ninny type. Two wheeled karmahettas 
are the chief conveyances, but an occa- 
sional four wheeled carriage is to ba 
seen. The water buffalo is the chief 
animal of burden. This animal resem- 
bles our oxen in many particulars and 
can draw a heavy load. The natives are 
great carriers and ' travel with a queer 
little trot. They can carry heavy loads. 


The population of tha city includes 


60,000 Chinese, and there are a dozen 
other foreign runes well established 
here. In customs of dress the natives of 
both seses are queer nnd their clothing 
!• simple to a marked degree. Gam-

\Vituiii a fowiaouthstwo lines of Miiall 
steamers have been established between 
hero aud Lake Hewlett, making only 
ono portage, that at \Vbitc Horso rupids, 
and covering tho round trip in ia to 15 
days. Other boats are being put oa, 
and now the trip is an ea.sy ono, from 
here to SoatMe occupying less than 13 
days. This titue will be much shortened 
when tho tramway from fc-kaguay to 
JBennntt is completed.

tute a popular lerturo nnn delivered by 
Dr. Alexander Ila'.l, muster of Downing 
collwga anil vice chancellor of Cambridge 
university, on "Unnatural Death." He 
remarked that it v.'ns not the dangers of 
railway traveling, nor the faw murders 
that occurred which brought down the 
average longevity of human life from 100 
years to 50 years. They must geek for 
more subtle in urclfrcrs than that. 


Every year HOO.ODU babies were born in 


England and Walos. If thoy took 1,000,- 
000 children and saw what was likely to 
bo the end of them, they would find that 
30,000 died a violent death by accident, 
about the game number would succumb 
to the mysterious diseases which thoy 
knew now to bo absolutely preventable bo- 
cause due to germs (tuberculosis in its 
many forais), about 120,000 would die 
from absolutely preventable causes such 
as smallpox, measles and scarlet fever, 
only 45,000 would bo allowed to live out 
their natural lives, and nearly one In 20 
might expect to dio because the machine 
was worn out. 


One-quarter of all the diseases which 


destroyed lii.uwere absolutely preventable. 
If the practice of hygiene were only on 
a level with Us theory, the average longev- 
ity would bo raised itt once from 50 to 65. 
The greater number of diseases over which 
tho individual had control were due to 
mistakes in eating and drinking. 
He 


divided discuses into three classes and said 
they would never succeed in preventing 
them until they had the co-operation of 
the public. Every citizen should have the 
same exact knowledge of the causes and 
properties of preventable diseases that the 
medical officer himself had. 


Tho infecMous nature of consumption 


was hardly realised SO years ago. About 
one-third of tha'cows in the country were 
tuberculous, and half the milk distributed 
the bacillus of tuberculosis. They could 
boil the milk, and he was no more afraid 
of boiled bacillus than be was of a well 
cooked Hon. The only natural form of 
death was tho gentle (ailing asleep when 
the body was tired.—London Times.

Suspects Under Arrest Barely 


Escaped Lynching. 


White Soldiers Wept When Retimd Arms in< 


AmsiunlliM to 8Mk Revwft. 


Annlston, Ala., NOT. 25.—Members ol 


the Third Alabama negro regiment 
caused great excitement here last night. 
Shortly after dark. Private Gildhart ol 
company B. Second Arkansas, while go 
Ing toward camp from town was shot in 
the head by a negro soldier, who also 
stabbed him in the back. Gildhart was 
taken to the hospital. Later a menrber 
of the Fourth Kentucky was shot by 
negro soldiers who lay in a gully, shoot- 
ing at the white men who passed. 


Firing was heard in Liberia, the negro 


quarter of the city, and a squad of pro- 
Tost guards went to investigate. As i> 
turned a corner a large crowd of negro 
soldiers opened flre upon the guard with 
Springfields. The guard returned tha 
fire, but had but few cartridges and had 
to retreat. Reinforcements and mor« 
ammunition were sent for, but when thej 
arrived the negroes had disappeared. In 
the engagement Sergeant Dobaon was 
shot in the arm. 


Private Graham received a 
painful 


wound in the stomach. If any of thi 
negroes were shot it is not known. Two 
ether members of the provost guard ar« 
missing. 


When news of th* trouble becaml 


known the white soldiers who were in ' 
the city gathered around the provost! 
guards' headquarters and begged for 
guns and ammunition, crying like chil- 
dren because their requests were not 
granted. Citizens armed themselves ant 
repaired to the scene of the battle. Mayoi 
High ordered all saloons closed. Several 
Begrc- soldiers, one with a. Springfield, 
which had just been, fired, were arrested 
and locked up, tihough it was with diffi- 
culty that the white soldiers and citizens 
•were prevented from 
lynching: them. 


Armories of two local militia companies 
Were broken into and every gun and 
cartridge appropriated by unknows 
parties. General Frank, who is in com- 
mand of the troops here, came out anc 
•was on the streets until a late hour. 
General Colby, commanding the Second 
brigade, brought two companies each of 
the Third Tennessee and Second Ar- 
kansas to r*ie city for whatever service 
might be required. They scoured th« 
city and took all soldiers not on duty bad 
to camp. A number of the Fourth Wis- 
consin is said to have been shot, but thi 
report cannot be verified. One neg-o 
•oldier, while under arrest, was shot in 
the army by a citizen. 


Firing has been heard at intervals in 


various parts of the city and rumors are 
afloat of several crowds of negroes In 
ambush, but all investigation has been 
fruitless. A negro soldier was dangw- 
ously beaten by white soldiers on Tenth 
street yesterday afternoon, and this in- 
cident is supposed to have caused th« 
riotous actions of the negroes, who ara 
Bald to have slipped out of the camp 
through the guard lines. 


One negro soldier has since been 


brought in dead and another fatallj 
wounded.

New Tork, NOT. 25.—Henry Schuhl, 


formerly a -abbi, who has recently been 
identified vlth Christian Scientists, la 
missing froi i his home here. Schuhl on 
Friday last started ostensibly to take a 
train for Boston, Since then Mrs. 
Schuhl has not heard a word from him, 
although she lias written and tele- 
graphed to him at the address in Boston 
where he said he intended to stay. She 
says that her husband went to Boston 
to interest a firm in a new insurance 
scheme which he had devised. He was 
subject to attacks of vertigo. She be- 
lieves that he may have been seized with 
an attack of this kind so serious that he 
was unable to reveal his identity to those 
who might have him in charge.

INTERESTING OBSERVATIONS, 


On the Early Struggle to Secure Hoosao 


lunnel Legislation. 


To the Editor of The Transcript: 


I am a native of1 Salem and watched 


With great interest your struggle 45 
years ago to enlist the commonwealth 
in tue work of boring Hoosac Tunnel. 
One little paragraph in the Salem 
Register of May 30, 1858, has lingered 
in my mind from that day to this, and 
yesterday at the ttssex Institute in 
Salem I consulted the files there de- 
posited, and soon found the item which 
may have an interest for your readers. 
It is as follows: 


"A Bad Spirit. The people of North 


Adams (or rather some of the more 
indiscreet of them) were so indignant 
at the loss of the Hoosac Tunnel bill, 
that they burned Judge Warren in 
effigy. 
They also held a meeting and 


resolved that 'until the question is 
settled in the affirmative we know no 
party.' " 


Doubtless mv.ch more can be learned 


in regard to that interesting struggle. 
The participants in that meeting may 
in future be held in as high honor in 
your vicinity as the participants r the 
Boston Tea Party 
are 
held in the 


eastern part of Massachusetts. I hope 
we can hear from some of the former 
now. 


I understand that the Hoosac Tun- 


nel bill of 1853 was progressing favor- 
ably when on Friday, May 20, Judge 
Charles H. Warren, who was president 
of the senate for that one year, left his 
seat for the purpose of earnestly and 
vigorously opposing the bill, and that 
it was rejected on the Tuesday fol- 
lowing. My attention was drawn to 
the above little paragraph because it 
seemed to me that the people of North 
Adams showed on that occasion a very 
good spirit by strongly manifesting 
their virtuous indignation. 
If 
they 


could not be allowed to vigorously re- 
buke the 
stupid 
opposition 
of a 


prominent legislator, I desired to know 
what the editor of the Register would 
have deemed proper conduct. 


My attention has been called to the 


matter recently for I have wished to 
see some such spirit manifested by the 
people of Provincetown when their 
historical claims have been ignored by 
Governor Wolcott, Senator Hoar and 
others prominent in official life. The 
late Prof. E. N. Horsford of Harvard 
college showed that the Northmen 
visited Cape Cod more than 600 years 
before the Pilgrims. 
The Pilgrims 


landed at Provincetown Nov. 11, 1620, 
O. S. The first governor in Massachu- 
setts, John Carver was chosen there, 
and the compact was written and 
signed there. 
Now when 
Province- 


town has been shamefully neglected, it 
seems to me that a few hangings in 
effigy are called for, and doubt not 
that they would be taken as evidence 
of earnestness on the end of Cape Cod. 
just as in 1853 North Adams showed a 
most laudable spirit, which was the 
fore-runner of success. 


X-orth Adams men have pulled with 


those from Cape Cod in times past, for 
nstance in the contest for more nor- 
mal schools. I am -told, too, that at one 
stage in the Hoosac Tunnel contest, 
th* interest shown by Cape Cod men 
was reciprocated by votes in favor of 
the East Harbor dike—a public work of 
great advantage to Provincetown, and 
of great scientific interest, too, as 
showing the probable truth of the 
statement of the Northmen that in 
:heir day the present end of Cape Cod 
was an island.

AN INSURANCE WAR, 


Bishop Beaven's Action Causes Trouble 


in New England Exchange. 


The change that was begun In the 


method of Insuring church property in 
the Springlleld diocese, and 
which 


caused considerable agitation among 
local agents, has resulted in a very 
lively fight from the Worcester end of 
the diocese. The promised light has to 
do with C. E. Stickney of Springfield, 
a well-known ageut carrying a heavy 
business through his 14 companies. 
About a year ago Bishop Heaven of the 
Springfield diocese, includ'ng no less 
than 150 parishes, was made corpora- 
tion sole of the entire diocese, all fees 
being vested in him. One of th» bish- 
op's first acts was to arrange that all 
insurance of parish properties should 
be placed 
through 
Mr. Sticlrney, a 


stupendous matter involving interests 
millions in value. 
The bishop's idea 


in doing this was a purely business one. 
Under the old plan the properties had 
been insured through dozen of offices, 
and, of course, many different rates 
were paid. 
t 


When the bishop made his contract 


with Mr. Stickney it was agreed that 
the rates should be the lowest poss'ble 
to conform with rulings of the New 
England Insurance exchange. To give 
low ratings was an easy matter, natur- 
ally, for Mr. Stickney, as it can easily 
be seen that he was given a business 
which any agent would hustle off his 
legs to get. 


A Worcester agent heard of the ar- 


rangement, and in the zeal of his com- 
petition offered to take certain Wor- 
cester property as a special risk, at a 
far lower rate than Mr. Stickney could. 
He enlisted the sympathies of other 
Worcester agents, who at once got 
together to talk war. The decision was 
that they would stick together and un- 
derbid Mr. Stickney, so that either 
he would be forced to come way down 
or else lose parts or the whole of his 
contract. 


The Worcester board met and de- 


cided to uphold their fellow agent. But 
Friday afternoon, the highest board of 
the state, the New England Insurance 
exchange held a session and disapprov- 
ed the action of the Worcester board. 
They decided, so it is understood, from 
an insurance source, that the Worces- 
ter agent had no right to make the rate 
he did. What the New England ex- 
change decides always is final—there 
is no court of appeal. One bit of prop- 
erty in the diocese can not be insured 
as a "special risk" at an abnormally 
low rate unless all the rest of the prop- 
erty is slmiliarly placed. 


It is understood that not all the in- 


surance business of the diocese has 
gone into the hands of Mr. Stickney, 
but that it all will eventually. As fast 
as policies, in existence at time of the 
contract, expire they are turned over 
to Mr. Stickney, who will thus grad- 
ually absorb the whole enormous busi- 
ness. 
He is a fortunate man, think 


other insurance agents. Bishop Beaven 
made the contract solely because he 
thought it for the interests of the di- 
ocese. He is a thorough business man, 
and wanted the insurance matters to 
be settled in Springfield that he might 
have a personal supervision of things.
